Regulations for Creation of National Engineers Registration and Licencing Board (NERLB) 

No. F. QA/ENGRS-REGN/051/2002.—In exercise of the powers conferred under clause (r) and (v) of 
Section 10 of the AICTE Act, 1987 (52 of 1987) read with Section 23 (1) of the Act, the AICTE hereby makes these 
regulations, with the approval of the MHRD, Government of India for Creation of ‘National Engineers Registration 
and Licensing Board 5 (NERLB). .. 

PREAMBLE : 

The professions of medicine and surgery, pharmacy, architecture and law, in India, are all 
regulated by law for effective functioning. With the increasing globalization and 
competiti veness, framing of appropriate regulations in the field of Engineering profession has 
become imperative on account of challenges, which the Indian engineers will have to 
encounter globally in the near future. In the National context also, such a step would be 
useful to ensure quality, efficiency and transparency in engineering profession. 

AICTE has already undertaken with the responsibility of accreditation of engineering 
educational programs through National Board of Accreditation (NBA). Registration and 
Licensing is a logical extension of the tasks already being carried out by the AICTE. 

OBJECTIVES : 

1. The principal object to create NERLB is for providing registration to the Engineering 
graduates from the recognized institutions and to issue licenses for the practice of profession 
to the desiring engineers in India with a view to enhance the level of proficiency and ethics in 
the practice of Engineering profession in the country. 

2. For the purpose of carrying out the above object, the council will establish National 
Engineers’ Registration and Licensing Board (NERLB) in order to streamline the process of 
the registration of engineers / professional engineers and related matters. 

PRINCIPLE FUNCTIONS OF NERLB : 

NERLB shall carry out the following activities in furtherance of the above object: 

1. Registration of Engineers (disciplines and the levels to be decided by NERLB) 

2. Licensing of Engineers (disciplines and the levels to be decided by NERLB) 

3. Development of the profession of engineering in India 

4. Representation of Indian engineers at national and international forum. 

5. Creation of database of registered engineers. 

6. Facilitation of international mobility of Indian engineers. 
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7. Advising the Government of India and the State Governments on policy related 
issues. 

8. Conducting research and investigation on identifying opportunities for the Indian 
engineers, both in domestic and international markets. 


GENERAL FUNCTIONS OF NERLB : 

1. To establish, maintain and develop standards of knowledge and skills of 
practitioners of engineering. 

2. To develop and share advances in engineering and technological knowledge. 

3. To develop engineering skills to improve the well being of society. 

4. To represent the engineering profession at national and international levels. 

5. To contribute to the development and recognition of good engineering practices. 

6. To recognize and to support those demonstrating competence in engineering 
profession. 

7. To support engineers in their career developments. 

8. To contribute to meet the needs of the community. 


1. ' Short Title and Commencement 

i. These Regulations may be called the AICTE (National Engineers Registration and 
Licensing Board) Regulations, 2004. 

ii. These regulations shall come in force on the date of publication of the same in the 
Gazette of India and are applicable through out the country. 

2. Definitions 

Unless the context otherwise requires 

a) “AICTE” means the ‘ All India Council for Technical Education ’ established 
under section 3 of the AICTE Act, 1987 and within the definition of Sec. 2 (b) of 
the AICTE Act. 

b) “NBA” means the ‘ National Board of Accreditation \ set up by the Council 
within the powers conferred under Sec. 10 (u) of the AICTE Act, 1987. 

c) “NERLB” means the ‘ National Engineers Registration and Licensing Board’, 
established by the Council, through these Regulations, 2004 namely AICTE 
(National Engineers Registration and Licensing Board) Regulation, 2004.

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d) “Engineering graduate” means a person who has obtained a bachelors degree in 
engineering from any Indian University established under law and duly 
recognised by the UGC or any other recognised University. 

e) “Registered Engineer” means an engineering graduate who entered in any roll / 
register maintained by the 4 Secretary cum Registrar * of “NERLB” or the 
Regional Committee concerned, established under the provisions of the 
Regulations, 2004.

f) “Practice of Profession of Engineering” means any engineer, who registered 
himself / herself with the 4 Secretary cum Registrar * of “NERLB” as a ‘registered 

:: engineer’ and involved in the occupation, consultancy / expertise and creative 

work with adequate performance by application of special knowledge in the 
concerned field of engineering. 

g) ‘Advisory Board’ means a Committee / Sub-Committee appointed by the 
‘NERLB’ consisting of members not less than 5 in number for verification, 
scrutiny of the documents and advise the Registrar cum Secretary in the matters 
of registration of engineers. 

3. Applicability 

All citizens of India or foreigners who want to register as an engineer for the purpose 
of seeking employment and /or License to practice the profession of engineering in 
India either as an employee, a consultant/expert or as an independent practicing 
engineer in disciplines notified in Schedule I and II. 

4. Constitution of NERLB 

i. AICTE shall constitute National Engineers Registration and Licensing Board for 
the purpose of registration and / or licensing of engineers and all matters 

' connected therewith. 

ii. The Head office of the NERLB shall be at Delhi and the Regional offices as 
desired will be established subsequently. For the present purpose seven regional 

• offices of NERLB will be established at places where AICTE Regional Offices 
are already functioning. 

5. Governing Body: 

The NERLB would be governed by a Governing Body of 31 members as per details 
given below:

6. Tenure of Office of Governing Body : 

The term of office of the Chairman and the member other than an ex-officio member 
shall be for a minimum period of three years. 

7. Mode of Appointment of Government Nominee / Members: 

i. MHRD, Govt, of India will appoint members to represent the different Ministries 
from the Central Government by rotation from Schedule III. 

ii. The Chairman, AICTE by rotation will invite one State from each region to 
nominate a Member, not below the rank of Chief Engineer, from its State to be a 
Member of NERLB. 

iii. For the purpose of nomination to the NERLB, the States and Union Territories 
will be grouped in the seven regions as specified by AICTE for administration 
purposes.

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8. Powers of NERLB: 

i. NERLB shall constitute an High Power Standing Committee or any such 
appropriate Committee or Committees for the efficient discharge of functions as 
may be assigned to it by the NERLB. 

ii. The Executive Committee of NERLB shall consist of 7 Members as under : 


a. Chairman, NERLB - 1 

b. Representative of Ministry of HRD, GOI - 1 

c. MS, AICTE - 1 

d. Chairman, NBA - 1 

e. Representative of Professional societies - 1 

f. Representative of States and Union Territories - 1 

g. Secretary cum Registrar, NERLB - 1
